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Continuation of 3. NOTE:. The amended claims and newly added claims require further search and/or consideration. Further, in response 
to applicants arguments that Birum et al. merely discloses a client and a content server from which a soft-ware update for the client may 
be obtained, albeit in segments. Birum et al. does not disclose either: (1) determining from a list provided by a system server whether a 
sottware upgrade is available from another terminal other than the server, or (2) receiving sosftware versions from a terminal other than 
the server if available, and if not available from another terminal only then receiving the sottware version from the server, as recited in 
amended claim 1 . However, Birum does disclose the limitaiton as amended by the applicants on col. 3, lines 10-20 "...version 
change... are identified and put into a list... where an upgrade process steps through all of the resources in V1 to create a purge list used 
when upgrading versions..." and furthermore, Birum discloses software upgrade in networking environment where a client requests 
content for a version that is installed for upgrade (Summary). A client check to see if it has the most current version of content by 
requesting the most recent version number from a content server. If the client has the most recent version, it may begin executing an 
application associated with the content (col. 4 lines 25-45). Birum does disclose receiving software from a server col. 6, lines 10-47 
"pluralily of local area networks and wide area networks...".
